Whether it ■ball be a plaiilesd 
patchwork with incqualitieR/ and injuBtioea, dependa upon the ciiri> 
witli wliieli Die sul),jeet is studied and the prompt iieHs witli whieii 
the task ot Irainiug legialatiou ih undertakeu. I'eiision legishilion 
in thia uoiintry haa not been adeqnate, timely nor equitable. 

PolilicK hiis nlwii.vs iuid more or less to do with f'ivil War 
peuaion legisaltion. The bid lor tin- "old soldier' vote haa been loo 
much of « factor in the framinK of pcnaion laws. The ayatem of 
Kninlintr pensions hy si)eeial net of ("oii(,'resH lias been open to hIuikc 
and hatk sonu'tiuieH savored very much of "pork." i'eiisioiis h.v spe- 
oial aot carae by appcial favor, whieli ahonld not be the' practice. 
''Whatever pension is to lie piiid to any soldier or his dependents 
abottld be by right, ,uuder deliiiite law, in puraiiaiice of that pledge 
of the nation to "caro for liini who bore the battle and for hia widow 
and orphan." 

I'eiiHioii legiKlation Khould not be left until after the clo.se of this 
war. A coniprphenaive and practically aelf-operating law ahould be 
worked out now and euaeted so that every soldier on the firinp linV 
and every wife or child will know definitely what provision the na- 
tion will make in fulfillment of its obligation to those who make the 
Hupreme sacrifice in this great conflict for the maintenance of our na- 
tional honor. 

In the framing of aneh legislation the veterans of the Civil War 
should be able to render valuable assistance. They know the weak- 
nesses of the pension legislation of the past. They have reached a 
time in life when their own personal interests cannot be affected. 
They can approach the subject with intelligent appreciation of tht 
needs of the veteran and his dependents and yet without undue pre- 
judice in favor of liberal provlaions for those who suffer the mis- 
fortunes of war, I 

The present policy of exempting frotii conscription those who 
have dependent relatives to remove the need tor legislation for the 
relief of dependents during the war. If circumstances shall make con- 
tinuance of that policy ]iossiiile. the problem of fraiiiiii}; general pen 
sion legislation will be simplified. But it will be only a few nu)ii11is 
or even weeks, before we frtiall be bringing home disabled men who 
offered their lives at tiieir (iiiiiilry's call. Those men, rendered de- 
pendent by service for the nation, should not be thrown as eharRe.>. 
upon"1rnmilie8 who may find the burden a grievous one, no matter 
how gladly they may nndeitake it. The sevvie,' the soldier is ren- 
dering is for the nati(ui at large. The nation should prom])tly and 
willingly make provision to bear the burden of caring for those who 
come out of the conflict incapacitated for self-support.

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Some people think this world is big enough to hold anything. 
It is not. Any number of things could be mentioned which it has not 
room for. Certaiidy it is not bi}r enough to hold the nation the I'nit- 
ed States of America aspires to be and the nation the <Jerman Km- 
pire aspires to be. 

This nation is, as Lincoln said, a republic dedicated to the propo- 
sition that all men are free and eipial. Despite all its failures and 
shortcomintrs it aspires to develo)) along these lines — to beeonu' :i 
more democratic inition as it beeouu's a greater luitioii: to lead othei 
nations, by the force of its example, to become free and strong and 
self-sustaining. With all its record of wars and conflicts, its ideal 
is peace. The one thing it it values more than peace is justice. 

The (It iriian l-'mpire is the last jri'cat stronghold of the doi-- 
triue of "divine rights" of the belief that .some men are appointed 
by Qod to rule over the rest of mankind. It aspires, even aa CaesHi 
and fJengliis Klian .ind Napoleon aspired, to world domiimtion. It i.'- 
l^ased on a belief in force. For two generations it has snbordfinated 
everything to military efficiency. The right of the German ISmpire 
to dictate to other nations is an accepted part of its creed. The use 
of any measure of force or brutality that will enable it to be so is 
openly proclaimed as a national policy. 

Two such nations could not contiinie to exist and to grow in a 
world no larger than ours. A clash was inevitable. The world can- 
not remain half democratic and half autocratic. 

This, in few words, is why we are at war. — Southern Agricul- 
turist.

SPRAY FOR LEAF-SPOT (IF TO.VA- 
TOES 

Thn addition of resin flsh-oil soap 
to Bordeaux mixture promises to con- 
trol tomato leaf-spot, although Bor- 
deaux alone has not prevented losses. 

Plant-disease specialists In the Fe<i> 
era! Department of Agriculture de- 
scribe the leaf-spot disease as one 
which causes defoliation of the plants, 
greatly reduced yields, and Inferior 
fruit Snwll ciroqiw spots develop 
on the leaves and sometimes on the 
stems. The first appear as tiny dots, 
having a dark or water-soaked ap- 
pearance. Oradnally they enlarge 
and turn brown, and the leaTcs shriv- 
el and drop, beginning at the base of 
the plant 

Bordeaux mixture Is best prepared 
by making stock solutions of the sep- 
arate Ingredients. The copper .sul- 
phate should be mixed in tho propor- 
tions of a gallon of water, preferably 
soft water, to a pound of the sul 
phate ryslalH and there should be 
five gallons of this stock solution for 
each acre of tomatoes to be sprayed 
The crystals should be dissolved In 



Thus, If there are twenty gallona of 
the copper solution there would be 
only fifteen of tho lime milk. The 
lime should be slaked gradually by 
pouring the water on In small quanti- 
ties and at intervals until all has 
crumbled. Finally larger quantities 
are added with constant stirring un- 
til the volume Is completed, if 
quicklime can not be had and hy- 
drated lime Is available use as many 
pounds of the latter as of copper sul- 
phate, but do not increase th quan- 
tity of water. AlrHiteked lime ^ust 
not be used. 

The resin flsh-oll soap suspension 
Is made with a pou.i\d of sqap to a 
gallon of water. As' with the lime, 
only three-fourths of the quantity of 
water is necessary. Hot water will 
hasten the dissolving of the soap. To 
avoid thu formation of troublesome 
lumps the water must be added slow- 
ly at first with constant stirring. 

For general oomifierelai operations 
two 60-gallon barrels with outlets at 
the bottom are placed on a raised 
plaform so their outlets will be higher 
than the top of the spray tank. To 
make luo gallons measure eight gal- 
lons of the copper-sulphate solution 
into one barrel and sis gallons of the 
milk of lime Into -the other. Add to 
each enou^ water to make forty-sev- 
en gallons, stirring the contents thor- 
oughly, and then let the two solutions 
run with equal rates into a trough 
leading to the spray tank. At the 
aame time add six gallons of the resin 
flsh-oll soap solution very gradually 
and In a small stream Uirough the 
spray-tank atralner along with the 
copper-lime mixture. The copper sul- 
phate and lime should be mixed be- 
fore the soap is added.
